The loot was brought to Mandan 
last night by Sheriff Charles Mc­ 
Donald of Mandan. It included: four 
$100 Liberty Bonds, one $50 Liberty 
Bond, $:*>jtOO in American 
Bankers 
Association Travelers' checks, notes 
aggregating 
$:i,700, 
non-negotiable, 
and approximately $700 in ten 
and 
twenty dollar bills which were so i 
liadly torn by the charge of dynamite 
which was used to blow the safe that 
they were non-usahle. 
Operations Cheeked 
A check of operations is said to 
identify the men as the parties hav­ 
ing robbed a store at Lawien, S. C., 
a gasoline station at McK‘>nzie and 
entered stores at Sterling, N. D. 
A farnier entering his granary in 
Corson county, South Dakota, for tfi^ 
purpose of cleaning it out prepara­ 
tory to storing grain saw boxes of 
the kind used for keeping money. He 
notified authorities. A search reveal­ 
ed the loot from the Hebron bank. 
The two men had been arrested 
for another robbery of a hardware 
store and had indicated th eir will­ 
ingness to plead guilty. They were 
lodged in the flimsy country 
jail 
and escaped. Since they did not have 
an automobile it is believed they es­ 
caped on 
a 
train and are still In 
the reservation country. A shot-gun 
which had been stolen at Lawien, 
fixed their guilt for the'Job. 
The men had given Butte. Montana, 
as th eir home. "The car they had was 
u heavy type Oldsmobilc which they 
adm itted having stole in Miles City, 
Montana. In it were found tacks of 
the kind used to stop pursuers after 
the (ilcn Ullin bank robbery. 
No Connection 
S heriff McDonald said there was 
no connection with the Hebron job 
and the attempted robbery of a bank 
in Glen Ullin. The latter job, he said, 
was probably done by three men, one 
an ex-convict from th e North Dakota 
penitentiary, who left 
Mandaiy the 
day of the robbery. 
For the past ten days the Hebron 
gi ng has been working between Bow­ 
man, N. D. and Lemmon, S. D.

$1.28 a'bushel, fo r corn 66 cents and 
for oats S3 cents. Against these fig­ 
ures the average sale price realized 
on the crop was $1.11 for wheat, 73 
cents for com and 48 cents fo r oats. 
The departm ent added th at it felt 
'the figures closely approximates the 
average production costs incurred by 
farm ers throughout th e country dur­ 
ing the period covered.

London, Sept. 5.—(By the A. P.)—^The Japanese embassy 
here received a telephone messagre today from Princes-- 
Kitkahirakawa in Paris saying she had received information 
that the Dowger Princess Yamashina, Princess Kiroko 
Kanin and Prince Moromasa, members of the royal family, 
are dead in Tokio as a result of the earthquake.

As the story of the Japanese disaster is unfolded in the 
fragmentary messages from press association correspond­ 
ents, Japanese newspapers and individuals it is apparent 
that the magnitude of the catastrophe has not been over­ 
drawn. 
In only one dispatx;h has there been a suggestion that 
the death list will not reach the proportions already indi­ 
cated. This was a message from the Radio Corporation of 
America in Japan which said the Japanese Home Office esti­ 
mated the dead in Tokio at 10,000 and in Yokohama at 
100,000. 
On the other hand Admiral Edwin A. Anderson, com­ 
manding the United States Asiatic says latest unofficial re­ 
ports give the casualties in the capital and Yokohama at 
240,000 dead and 450,000 injured. 
A wireless message from Admiral Anderson to Admiral 
Eberle, chief of naval operations, conveying this information 
was picked up in San Francisco. Naval officers in San Fran­ 
cisco, believe that Admiral Anderson who is speeding to 
Japanese waters obtained advices of conditions in Japan by 
radio. 
Estimate 320,000 Dead 
, 
Another estimate, this one coming from the Eastern 
News Agency, says that 320,000 persons have been killed 
in the entire stricken district.

duties of those who engage in useful 
labor of any kind and so contribute 
to the upbuilding of the community, 
state, and country of which such 
laborer is a member. , 
"We need more of an appreciation 


of the need of physical labor and a j 
higher regard for those who faith- j 
fully engage in any useful employ- 
ment. You will agree with me, 1 am 
sure, that the man who contributes a 
fair day's work is justly entitled to 
a fall day's pay, and also .that the 
laborer who hires out to do a day 3 
work should not be. permitted to 
draw a full day's wage for the doing 
of a half day's work. We should and 


. must treat the laborer fairly but he

fix prices. So far as is known, it is 
the first decision of any State court 
on the points involved and follows 
closely the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court last year in 
the hardwood lumber cases, according 
to Attorney General Barrett. ' 


After the anti-trust decisions of 


Federal and State courts some fifteen 
years ago, holding that it was illegal 
for competitors to come together and 
agree upom prices, lawyers over 4hs 
tountry began searching for a methOj 
.which would keep within the law and 
yet advance the interests of their 
clients, the attorney general said. 


A plan was found, which has been 


generally called "The open price as- 
sociation plan," according to 
Mr.: 


Barrett, whereby competing compan-1 
ies formed a central association with 
' 
a manager and secretary and report- 
,ed to" it all "prices on. sales by mem-. 
oers. The association regulated the 
terms of credit and the general busi- 
ness practices of its members, and 
provided for cooperation that went 
far but stopped short of the actual 
fixing of prices. Books were writ- 
ten describing the plan as "The Mew 
Competition," and it was believed, 
•the attorney general said, that the 
method would be proof against prose- 
cation by the State or Federal auth- 
orities.

Satisfactory development of 
late 
crops nnd an 
average 
progress of 
farm work in North Dakota were per­ 
mitted by weather conditions during 
the last half of August although a 
light frost damage to corn was sus­ 
tained in northwestern and south­ 
eastern localities and some delay to 
threshing resulted from the general 
showers on the 25th 
and 27th, says 
the semi-monthly summary of (he U. 
S. Department of 
Agriculture 
for 
North Dakota, ^sued today at Grand 
Forks. Threshing which at the close 
of the month ranged from near com­ 
pletion in the eastern counties to 
the starting stage in the northwest­ 
ern section, has proceded with much 
less than usual labor difficulties. Re­ 
turns are confirming earlier expec­ 
tations of reduced yields and grades 
of spring wheat, which while show­ 
ing lighter weight and heavier dock­ 
age content, has a generally higher 
gluton content than last year. Oats 
and barley out-turns on the other 
hand appear to be running somewhat 
better than was expected. Very little 
flax has been threshed but the bulk 
of the early crop has been harvested 
and the late crop is maturing rapid­ 
ly with but a small 
proportion in 
danger of frost damage. The gener­ 
al outlook of the com-for-grain crop 
is that it will mature in all sections 
except possibly some northwestern 
localities, where many late fields are 
now being cut for forage.

Second cuttings 
of hay have given fair to good out­ 
turns, and except in some central 
and south central localities supplies 
are expected to be ample for w inter 
needs. Pastures during August made 
a general improvement as s result 
of the showers which also enabled 
some early plowing to be 
started 
The general condition of 
livestock 
appears good. 
Pastures have made 
some general improvement and con­ 
dition of livestock is considered sat- 
w fatto^ barring a local outbreak of 
Hog Cholera in the central Red Riv- 
•r Valley. But little seeding of win­ 
ter grain has been reported yet al­ 
though August weather has put soils 
in generally good condition for early 
fall plowing.

agreements “at no distant day,” Sec­ 
retary Hughes declared last night in 
an address before the Canadian Bar 
association 
on 
“The 
Pathway 
of 
Peace.” 
The American Secretary of State 
asserted that “that things arc pos­ 
sible if nations arc willing to be just 
to each other” and, in a personal 
word to his Canadian audience, sug­ 
gested the creation of a “perm anent 
body of our most distinguished citi­ 
zens” to act as a commission for the 
United States and Canada. 
In discussing the subject of in ter­ 
national relations in a broad way, 
Mr. Hughes said it was desirable 
that nations should more definitely 
establish the law “to quicken the 
sense of the obligation of states Un­ 
der the law.” 
He assailed “dem­ 
agogues” and “pseudopatriots" who 
he said sometimes made it difficult 
for democratic governments to se­ 
cure legislative approval for the mu­ 
tual concessions necessary for set­ 
tlement of im portant International 
questions, and he declared it was 
mpossible to carry “open diplomacy" 
to the point of keeping the public 
constantly advised of all the in ter­ 
mediate steps of negotiation. 
Canadian Treaty. 
“We have at this time,” he said in 
discussing American-Canadian rela­ 
tions, "under our treaty of 1909 re­ 
lating to boundary w aters and ques­ 
tions arising along the boundary be­ 
tween Canada and the United States, 
an Internationa] Joint Commission 
with powers of investigation and re­ 
port within the scope of the treaty. 
While I' do not undertake to speak 
officially upon upon this subject, i 
may take the liberty of stating as 
my personal view that we should do 
much to foster our friendly relations 
and to remove sources of misunder­ 
standing and possible irritation, if 
we were to have a perm anent body 
of our most distinguished citizens 
acting as a commission, with equal 
representation of bo*h the United 
States and Canada, to which auto­ 
matically there would be referred, 
for examination and report as to the 
facts, questions arising as to the 
bearing of action by e.ther govern­ 
m ent upon the interests of tho other, 
to the end th at each raasonably pro­ 
tecting Us own interests would be 


BO advised that it would avoid action 
inflicting unnecessary injury 
upon 
its neighbor. 
“We rejoice in onr long friend­ 
ship nnd in perm anent peace, and it 
would be a short-sighted view that 
either of us has any real interest 
which is to be promoted without re­ 
gard to the well-being of the other 
and the considerate treatm ent which 
conditions good will. 
I am saying 
this personal word as much to the 
people of the United States as to the 
people of Canada; it breathes neith­ 
er complaint nor criticism , but a 
keen desire for the co-operation ot 
the closest friends, each secure in 
independence and in th e assurance 
of amity. 
"We have formed the habit of 
peace; we think in term s of peace. 
Differences arise, but our confidence 
in each other’s sense of justice and 
peaceful 
intent rem ains unshaken 
and 
dominates 
our purposes 
and 
plans. The only pathway of peace is 
th at in which our peoples are walk­ 
ing together. 
In the depths of our 
grief at the loss of the great leader, 
whose every thought, whose constant 
endeavor, were directed to the es­ 
tablishment of peace, it ia a precious 
memory th at almost his Iqst words 
wore spoken on the soil of your 
country testifying to our abiding 
friendship, our mutual interests our 
common aims. 
Let these word’s of 
the late President ever remain as 
the expression and assurance of abid­ 
ing peace;

Mrs. William M. Pye, pioneer resi­ 
dent of Bismarck, died at the home 
of her son, S. M. Pye of Los Angeles, 
Calif., Tuesday afternoon, Aug. 28 
a t the age of 92 years, after a lin­ 
gering illness. 
Mrs. Pye was one of the few wo­ 
men up to the time of her death who 
came to 
Bismarck a half 
century 
ago. Until a few years ago she had 
resided here and taken an active part 
in the development of the civic life. 
She was one of the organizers of the 
Ladies Aid society of the Presbyter­ 
ian church and took a leading part 
in the life of the community during 
her long residence. 
Until about six years 
ago 
Mvs. 
Pye had been in excellent health and 
was always ready to greet her friends 
from North Dakota when they call­ 
ed upon her in 
California, 
but in 
January 1917 slje fell, sustaining a 
broken hip from which she never re­ 
covered, but was bed-ridden until her 
death.
